Beautiful 
Lake Dams

In line with the policy of trying to visit new 

reservoirs shortly after titty are opened to the pub­ 
lic, I was on hand recently for the invasion of Lake 
Davis, the big new state reservoir northeast of 
Portola In Plumas county.

It's a beautiful lake, although at present there 
are no facilities and the. area took quite a beating 
opening weekend frem thousands of pickup-camp­ 
ers, trailers, boat trailers and some tent-campers. 
But, as sometimes happens, a few days of cold 
wind turned off the fishing.

But I saw a sight near the lake that would 
make a groom  >  > «nv to** mea*9*niK*W+(i 
the road where the road crosses a stream, we saw 
a congregation of 26 people and, from a distance, it 
looked like they might be having either a barbecue 
or a political discussion.

On closer inspection, however, I saw they were 
lined up, elbow to elbow, on both sides of the stream. 
The stream wasn't over two feet wide, but apparent­ 
ly was quite deep.

Of the 25 people lined up. about three of them 
wet catching fish and what fish They were pull­ 
ing out, rainbows averaging between 15 and 18 
inches. Nice fat spawners.

It didn't take much observation to see how they 
were catching them either it was a snagging opera­ 
tion. Oqe old hand even walked into the water up­ 
stream from the crowd, from time to time, to muddy 
the water. I am not familiar with snagging tech­ 
nique* but apparently the fish have even less of a 
chance if the water is so muddy they cannot see. 

I wasn't the only one to take in this display. 
The department of fish and game Issued 19 citations 
for snagging and warned several dozen about the 
offense. There no doubt are those who don't realize 
just what the law is and sometimes the best of an­ 
glers will snag a fish by mistake.

Following up the action, the fish and game 
commission had a telephonic meeting late Monday 
and by Tuesday morning, the five streams flowing 
into Lake Davis were closed under an emergency 
order. The spawning closure will remain in effect 
until June 10. This is not unusual, as tributaries to 
many laktv are kept closed through the spawning 
period.

Biologically, we're told the spawning closure at 
Lake Davis isn't necessary and will have little bene­ 
ficial effect. For there are more big trout trying to 
go upstream and spawn than there Is gravel for their
eggs- '

The spawners are native trout who have run 
into such prosperity with the construction of the 
reservoir that they have grown rapidly. The mortal­ 
ity rate has been very low because of the plentitude 
of feed in the lake and lack of natural enemies.

The streams were closed for a couple of other 
reasons. For one thing, it's bad public relations; 
or sportsmen's relations, to have the public see such 
display* of greed and lack of sportsmanship as we 
saw on that opening weekend.

In addition, the presence of the big Kpawrert 
in the streams provides an attractive nuisance and 
the temptation for many to go in there and take a 
few might be too much.

This U another case where the importance of 
public relations in general must outweigh the plain 
biological facts.

Some of the spawners, hopefully, will n ake it 
back* to the lake and provide good fishing in the 
future. In future years, as the native trout disap­ 
pear and the state planted fingerlings begin to 
spawn, the pressure on the streams may ilaken.

Cassius Clay, the world's heavyweight boxing cham­ 
pion who refused induction into the armed force, last 
year, lost an appeal of his conviction and five-year prison 
sentence Monday.

The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals affirmed a 
a lower court jury's decision that Clay should have ac­ 
cepted service as an Army private, despite his claims to 
be a Black Muslim minister and conscientious objector.

Ali, is free on $5,000 bond. His lawyers have promised 
a fight to the U.S. Supreme Court.
